SOVEREIGNS— 


I cannot more appropriately express my gratitude to you for 


the high office to which you have chosen me, than by assuring 
you, 
that your unanimous suffrages in my favor furnish incon- 


testable proof that Republics are not ungrateful. 
Profoundly 


impressed with a sense of my responsibilities, I trust I shall never 
forget that Providence and the People have made me what I 
am—the Governor of the Sovereigns of the Sovereign State of 
Wisconsin. Called to this high station by the unanimous voice 
of the People, in administering the Government I shall know 
no party but the Sovereign People, no interest but ihe common 
weal, and I shall approve of no measures which have not received 
the People's sanction and are not clearly conducive to the gen- 
eral good. 1 shall, therefore, discard the partial and unjust motto 
of demagogues and fractional politicians, "the greatest good of 
the greatest number," and shall substitute in its stead, as the 
governing principle of my administration, the truly Democratic 
maxim—the fundamental axiom of a sound Political Philosophy, 
"the greatest good of the whole"—Sovereigns. Embodying 
the principles, reflecting the will, and representing, in my official 
character, the dignity and honor of the free and equal Sovereigns 
of the State, I shall not demean myself by expressing a humility 
which I do not feel, or by claiming a respect which I do not de- 
serve. 
Whatever respect is due to the People, is due to their 


Executive, for the Governor is just as good as tbe Sovereign, if 
he behaves himself as well, and no better. 
Anxious to restore 


the old paths, and to lead the people by a real progression, to 
adopt the primeval customs of the olden time, when the luxuri- 
ance of nature had not been repressed by art, I have set the 
example in my own person of obedience to Nature's laws, and I 
intend to make my administration—like the voice of the ancient 
prophet in the wilderness—the herald and forerunner, the prom- 
ise and first instalment of the "good time coming." So that it

Having thus briefly announced some of the cardinal principles 


which will govern my administration, the Sovereign constituency 
of this State will not look to me in vain, to see these principles 
rigidly enforced. Elected for my known opposition to rascality 
of all kinds, social, moral and political, I shall endeavor to justify 
the high expectations of the People, by exterminating the whole 
brood of cormorants who have fed and fattened at the public crib, 
and preyed on the dearest interests of society and of the State. 
And while the sword of the Executive will be sharp against in- 
corrigible offenders, the Executive clemency will be freely extend- 
ed to the penitent, dispensing pardon only to those public servants 
who return to their duty to the Sovereigns, and to their allegiance 
to the State. 


I am happy to inform you, that since the suppression of the 


Winnebago invasion, by our worthy Captain of the Militia, whom 
our servants have facetiously named their Governor, Wisconsin 
has been " at peace with all the world, and the rest of mankind." 
The proposition to form a Northern, or a Southern confederacy,, 
meets with no favor from the Sovereigns of this State. They are 
content to remain as they are, free, sovereign and independent, 
cultivating "peace with all Nations, and forming entangling alli- 


the son Kish, engaged in prophesying, and seeking the lost ass- 
es. 
I recommend that an expedition be tilted out, armed and 


equipped, " which, if necessary, I will head myself in person," to 
hunt up the lost Commissioner, and inform him that all the don- 
keys, but one, have returned. 


As to the re-election of State barber, the Executive highly 


approves of the nomination, by the Sovereigns, of A. S. Story, as 
he has invented a new process of sharing the State by xteam. and 
all the reports made to the different Department* show, that h« 
has kept the State more effectually »havctl, lor thejast two years, 
than il has ever been before, not excepting the time when Col. 
Noonan was State Printer, and brought in his celebrated »ha\ing 
bill, in 1839 and '40. 


The subject of Agriculture, and of Agricultural Societies, has 


received my favorable consideration. It is proposed to endow an 
Agricultural School, in thi* vicinity, for the purpose of discoura- 
ging the cultivation of " small potatoes " at the sea* of Govern- 
ment, but it has been suggested that the best remedy for this de- 
fect is to encourage the people, by the diffusion of Agricultural 
knowledge, to cultivate larger and belter kinds, in their respec- 
tive Districts. 


I am gkd to perceive ihat our servants have shown a com- 


mendable zeal in the cause of public education, by voting them- 
selves a full supply of newspapers, but in order to facilitate theii' 
" pursuit of knowledge under difficulties," I would recommend! 
them to vote themselves, in addition, a copy of Webster's Spel- 
ling Book, and of his abridged Dictionary. 
I highly approve of 


the proposal of the Governor of our servants, to establish a Nor- 
mal School for the instruction of candidates for office, in the first 
rudiments of a common education, and 1 would recommend the 
appointment of a Professor of Grammar and Rhetoric, v hose spe- 
cial duty it shall be to give the servant's Executive a few lessons 
before he writes his annual Message. 
I would also recommend 


the establishment of a good Common School in the vicinity of 
Dodgeville, on the Democratic principle of admitting children and 
youth of all colors. 


The Revised Statutes having been found very defective, nnil 


too voluminous and comprehensive, for the majority of the legal 
profession to understand, or even read, to simplify the code for 
their benefit, I propose that they be amended by striking out all 
after the title page, and transferring the portion stricken, out to C. 
Latham Sholes, to offset his claim against the Stale. 


The houses of York and Lancaster having united^, the white 


and red roses blending in beautiful harmony, for the sake of sav- 
ing the trouble and expense of any further elections, I recommend 
the adoption of a memorial to Congress, praying for such an 
amendment of the Constitution as will enable our present Sena- 
tors to hold their seats for life, with power to appoint tlveir suc- 


ances with none." 


The financial condition cf tlie State is very prosperous, for 


though the Treasury is not over-burdened with a great amount 
of surplus funds, no State in the Uuion has a larger number of 
patriotic financiers, ready to speculate on the public account, than 
Wisconsin. 


Some benevolent individuals, wishing to increase the amount 


of currency in the State, have applied to our servants for author- 
ity to manufacture paper money,* promises, or pledges of indebt- 
edness, and only ask the people, in return, to pay them one dol- 
lar, in real value, for one dollar's worth of solemn promises. 
As 


the consent of the Sovereigns must be obtained before this prop- 
osition can become a law, 1 recommend that a general banking 
law be passed, with a proviso for the benefit of the Farmers, giv- 
ing to all manufacturers of money, power to increase the quanti- 
ty of land.

commend the passage of a law establishing the rate of internet at 
50 per cent, and forbidding any one to loan money at a less rate, 
under the severest penalties. Also, that the price of corn and 
potatoes, and the quantity which shall be grown on an acre, shall 
be fixed by law. This will prevent the thrifty farmers from tak- 
ing advantage of the thriftless ones, and from monopolizing the 
corn nnd potato market, and is therefore eminently Democratic. 


As the chief business of our servants, who occupy the two 


Chambers of this Capitol, by the courtesy of the Sovereigns, is 
to legislate for the benefit of private individuals and companies, 
and great inequalities exist in the manner and cost of procuring 
such legislation, and as just complaints have been made to us, 
that the consideration therefor has not always been paid accord- 
ing to promise, I recommend that a Joint Standing Resolution of 
the two houses, be adopted, providing that any persons, or corpor- 
ations, shall be entitled to any law of their own drafting, on the 
presentation of a certificate, signed by the officers of both houses, 
that the necessary amount of oysters and liquors has been pro- 
vided. And as it is a righteous rule that "he that will not work, 
neither 'shall he eat," and vice versa, this kind of legislation shall 
be "con tinned as long as the proper refreshments are furnished, 
and no longer. 


The Division of Counties, by multiplying offices, and increas- 


ing the burdens of taxation, is highly promotive of the spirit of 
patriotism, as it cultivates a disposition on the part of the people, 
to bleed for their country, und on the pnrt of the office-holdos, to 
bleed them, 


Frequent changes in the location of County seats," by raising 


the price of land, and enabling the holders of real estate and vil- 
lage property to realize large sums of money, clearly come under 
the head of Internal Improvements which demand the fostering 
care of the Government. 


An act of Congress, approved Sept 28, 1850, granted to Wis- 


consin all the swamp and overflowed lands unsold in the State, 
and as the Commiss-ioner of the General Land Office, in a com- 
munication to your Executive, has decided that when the niHJor 
part of any sub-division is wet and unfit for cultivation, the whole 
shall be registered as swamp lands, it is clearly for our interest, 
by means of our lakes nnd rivers, to make the public lands as wet 
and swampy as possible. I have been informed^ that the whole 
Northern and Northwestern portion of the State could be over- 
flowed at a triHi.ig expense, and I recommend that for this pur- 
pose the acting Commissioner of the Board of Public Works be 
empowered to dain the Wisconsin River, us cffei-tuaily HS he has 
damned the Northern Improvement 


of infi- 


nite trouble'and vexation, on account of the sharp rivalry between 
the State and the State Printer, as to which should practice the 
most rigid economy, I recommend that the publishers of the dif- 
ferent newspapers, at the Capital, be authorized to do all the 
State printing without charges, and) that they be allowed to put 
their hands into the strong box of the State, at their ptea are, and 
make such drafts upon the State Treasury as their nece-saities, or 
inclinations may dictate. 
This will save the further wear and tear 


of their consciences,— provided any poi lion yet remain* to be 
damaged,—and would enable them to- wmploy their inventive ge- 
nius to some better purpose, than studying out the most approved 
methods of cheating the State. 


The slight accident which happened at Babel, a few years ago, 


and the consequent confusion oi tongues, have occasioned me 
some embarrassment in selecting a State Organ. 
Were I to con- 


fine my choice to those papers which have the largest circulation, 
and rejoice in the most ubiquitous tongue, I should certainly se- 
lect the JVieuwtilode, printed in the Dutch language. But us it 
would be in bad taste for mo to discredit my own vernacular, and 
as the interests of my adminibtralion require an Organ which can 
be on all sides, and no side of a question at the same time, which 
will glorify sill successful measures, and nil successful men, mid 
which will never commit itself to a doubtful policy, or if it should 
ever mistake the direction of the public current, will apologize in 
private, for what it has said in public, I shall lollow in the foot- 
steps of one of my illustrious predecessors, nnd appoint the Wis-

benefit of tbe counsels of one of the most intimate friends of the 
late lamented Silas Wright 


As this is the commencement of a reforming administration, 


an«l as it will require a series of years to accomplish Hll.my plans 
for the public good, I shall dispose of tlie School and University 
Lands only to my political friends, und shall loun the School Funds 
to a few active politicians in each County, who will pledge them- 
selves to continue me and my friends in office. 


Among the expenditures for charitable purposes, I recom- 


mend an appropriation for the establishment of a State Lunatic 
Asylum, for the benefit of the indigent insane persons, who an- 
nually come up to the capital, in crowds, to beg office at the hands 
of the Legislature.

Governor, who has delivered a Message to the 
assembled Sovereigns and spectators, in the 
Assembly Chamber. 
Latterly, the Message 


has been the principal attraction, the chief ob- 
ject of the People's Governor being to hit as 
many persons nnd things as sharply as possi- 
ble, in the best humor. The freest license is 
allowed, it being understood that every thing 
is said jocosely, and though a sharp moral may 
|K>int each stroke of wit, no one has any right 
to take exceptions to any hits in the Govern- 
or's Message.

doubtless be Greek to many of our readers, 
but they were generally well understood at 
the Capital.
